There were no figures but those 


who told of the suicides said they 
included 
husbands 
who 
chose 


death as the best way to guard 
against further hardships for non- 
Jewish wives. 


Driven from social life 1- Ger- 


many and ordered to get out of 
Industry, Jews yesterday suffered 
a further blow in an assessment 
of one-fifth of their fortunes above 
$2,000. 


The money must be paid by 


Aug. 
15, 1939. For the some 60,000 
Jews in concentration camps there 
was almost 
Isurmountable 
diffi- 


culty in trying to arrange for the 
payments. 


Few Jews have sufficient cash 


on hand to pay the fine, and their 
source of income is being cur-

opened a pinccr drive to wipe out

Throngs of Chinese refugees and 


a scattering of wounded Chinese 
soldiers crossed Into British ter- 
ritory this morning.

The Japanese landed 2,000 sol- 
diers yesterday on the East Bank 
of the Pearl river. 
They advanc- 


ed Inland toward the Canton-Kow- 
loon railway 
along which Chi- 
nese 
Irregulars and 
Kkangtung 
provincial militiamen 
had 
re- 
mained since Oct. 21 capitulation 
of Canton. 


Meanwhile, 
other 
Japanese 
troops 
pushed 
southward 
along 
the railway from Sheklung, about 
40 miles east .of Canton and a 
similar dastance north of Hong- 
kong. 


The number of Chinese troops 


still in the 20-mile strip of Delta 
land between the railway and the 
river mouth was believed to be 
several thousand. 
This fighting was the closest 
to Hongkong of any land opera- 
tions 
In tho 
Chinese-Japanese 
conflict. 


A distance from 
Chungking, 
provisional capital of the Chinese 
since the Oct. 28 fall of Hankow, 
said the Japanese drive 
south- 
ward along tho Canton-Hankow 
railway had been deadlocked, per- 
mitting tho Chinese to start coun-

HARRY HOPKINS DENIES MAKING 
STATEMENT ATTRIBUTED TO HIM

ress administrator, In a letter to 
the editor published In the New 
York Times today denied that he 
had ever said "we will spend and 
spend, 
elect." 
tax and tax, elect and 


Hopkins said the quotation was 
attributed to him in a Washing- 
ton dispatch on Nov. 12 by Ar- 
thur Krock, the Times' Washing- 
ton 
correspondent 
and 
special 
columnist, and added: 
"I have never made such a 
statement and there is no basis 
in fact for such a quotation." 


Under tho Hopkins' letter tho 
Times printed a reply by Krock, 
who said the quotation attributed 
to Hopkins was "first published 
elsewhere" In September, and be- 
tween Its first appearance and 
Nov. 12 had been often reprinted, 
"twice by me." 
"I used and reprinted the quo- 
tation after 
careful 
verification 
because, while It fitted complete- 
ly into Mr. 
Hopknls' 
political 


philosophy as I have understood 
it, I wanted to be certain of 
the language," wrote Krock. 
"Among those who heard It Is 
a most reputable citizen of New 
i'ork and, In 
lighter hours, a 
playmate of Mr. Hopkins. They 
were at the Empire race track 
in Yonkers at the time and were 
discussing spending and the now 
deal In serious vein. 
Had 
tho 
quotation 
not 
previously 
been 


published, or had I not verified 
it and been assured that It was 
said seriously, I should not have 
reprinted the remark. 
"I am sorry Mr. Hopkins is 
embarrassed by the 
publication, 
and I can well understand that 
It may cause special 
difficulties 


with the senate If he Is nomi- 
nated to the cabinet. But, since 
I know the Informant to be ac- 
curate, and since his recreational

The understanding Involves a 
pledge of definite limitation upon 
future government ventures in the 
power field, he declared.

of utility financing for the com- 
ing 15-month period was $2,000,- 
000,000, many of the leading com- 
panies are revising earlier esti- 
mates sharply upward, according 
to his analysis.

and. specifications for their needs 
under the defense program.

"HONEYMOON" DECLARED OVER 
BY WAGE-HOUR ADMINISTRATION 


AND CHISLERS BE PROSECUTED 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(/P)— 


The "honeymoon" Is over for the 
wage-hour administration, exactly 
a month after the broad labor 
standards law went Into effect. 


Admlnistrtor Elmer F. Andrews 
said today in a interview: 


"We can't let the chlselers get 
away 
with their practices any 
longer." 


While operation of the wage-hour 
program was getting under way, 
Andrews deliberately withheld ac- 
tion on compliance. He said he 
wanted to give Interstate industry 
an opporutnlty to adjust Itself to 
the new 25 cents an hour mini- 
mum wage and the maximum work 
week of 44 hours. 
The 
48-year-old Andrews usefl 


forceful language as he discussed 
the law's provision that the courts 
must rule finally on violations. 
"Apparently, 
congress thought 
that Industry might feel safer In 
the hands of the court than tho 
administrator," ho said. 


"It would have been much eas- 


ier for tho administrator If. we 
had been given clearer powers. 
It would have been much easier, 
for example, if congress in the 
first place had defined the .'area 
of production' (^hlch is exenfpt 
from the act.) 


Andrews told President Roose- 
velt 
recently that operation, of 
the statute may have thrown as 
many as 50,000 persons out of 
work. That number will drop, he 
predicted, with greater knowledge 
of its provisions. 


He said today It was too early 
to estimate tho extent to which 
the act had raised wages general- 
ly. 


"The number of violations re- 


ported thus far has been smaller 
than I expected," Andrews said, 
noting that only about one-fourth 
of J.200 complaints received so far 
appeared to have real basis.

ordered a levy of 20 per 
cent of Jewish fortunes ex- 
eeding $2,000 today to pay 
the $400,000,000 fine im- 
posed for the assassination 
of Ernst Von Rath, Paris 
mbassy secretary, by a Jewish 
boy.

German Jews and those who -live 
n Germany but are without cit- 
izenship In other countries. For- 
eign Jewish citizens are exempt. 


The decree stipulates: • 
"A contribution of one billion 


relchsmarkg ($400,000,000) will bo 
collected from German Jews and 
:hose Jews without nationality In 
;he form a tax levy on their for- 
Lune. 


"Foreign 
Jews are 
exempted 


from the levy. 


"The levy will not be Imposed If 


the entire fortune, after deduc- 
tion of all liabilities, does not ex- 
ceed 8,000 relchsmarks ($2,000.)" 
Insurance Goes to State. 
Payments are to be made to the 
state treasury. 
Payments by In- 
surance companies to Jews for 
damage done their shops and syn- 
agogues during the Nov. 10 vio- 
lence, after Voin Rath's death, are 
to be turned over to the govern- 
ment. 


These amounts will be accepted 


as partial payment of the levy. 
If the Insurance payments exceed 
the 20 per cent levy, however, the 
entire amount will be confiscated 
by the government. 
The entire 20 per cent levy must 


be' paid by August 19, 1939. Jews 
must make their payments with- 
out further notice and will be sub- 
ject to further penalties if they 
fall to do so. 


Their financial condition as of 


Nov. 12, 1038, when the levy, was 
announced, will determine the size 
of their contributions.

you a few exercises that may be 
done at odd moments during the 
day and are very helpful in over- 
coming this trouble. 


Here Is a splendid exercise for 


the feet. 
You can do it at your 


desk, in a taxi, or whenever It Is 
convenient. 
(And, too, it will re- 


duce the ankles, because it relieves 
congestion.) Sit 'well back in your 
chair. 
Lift the right leg straight 


forward, knee rigid, and the un- 
der-thlgh raised slightly off the 
chair seat. 
Now push out from 


the hip, pointing the toe towards 
you and stretching the heel out- 
ward as hard as you can, until 
you feel a long pull in the back 
of the ankle and calf of the leg. 
Hold It tense like this for a mo- 
ment until the leg begins to quiv- 
er. 
Then kick up with a quick 
jerk. 
Return to sitting position 


and repeat with the left leg. 


Do this several times with each 


leg and you will notice a tingling 
•ensatlon which means that the 
circulation has been stirred up. 
The heel will feel n bit looser in 
your shoe, tee; and the feet will 
be warm. But the benefit of this 
exercise is lost unless you push 
the heel outward as far ns possi- 
ble, pointing the toes inward to- 
ward you. 


Another good exercise Is to ro- 
tate the feet at the ankle. Don't 
move the leg from the knee — Jus'.
